P Historical 


While New England has just claim to the title of 
“Cradle of the Holstein-Friesian Breed”, New York State 
may fairly be termed the “Nursery of the Breed”, as its 
early development was assuredly aided in the Empire 
State, and it has had a most eventful career which has Car- 
ried it to its greatest numerical strength of both cattle 
and breeders within the borders of New 
York. 

It is the Holstein-Friesian cow that 
makes New York the second largest 
cheese producing state in the Union; 
and it is Greater New York, the largest 
city in the United States that absorbs 
the largest amount of milk of all our 
great centers, the larger part of which 
is supplied by Holstein-Friesian herds 
not only in her own state, but four oth- 
ers. New York has more owners of 
Holsteins than any other state, as 
shown by our census, 3,300 men; and 
she has more Holstein cattle than any 
other territorial division of her size on 
the North American continent. 

Coming from the Netherlands to 
make new homes in our country, the 
Dutch settlers of the fertile Mohawk 
Valley to eastward of this city brought 
with them just 300 years ago cattle from 
Holland which, as time went on, were 
undoubtedly mated with the same breed 
brought into the New Netherlands (now 
New York City) by other early settlers 
from the same country; and it was but 


HON. D. D. AITKEN four years later, in 1625, that the first 


direct importation of what we now call Holstein-Friesians 
was made. 

Just over the line, in Madison County, in 1795, John 
Lincklaen as an agent of the Holland Land Company, re- 
ceived an importation of eight head, and about 25 yeics 
after that a few were established over to the west of this 
city, and on the Le Roy farm, situated on the Genesee 
river, which even in those long past years were said to be. 
“remarkable for their uncommon yield of muik 

All students of breed history know of the Miller herd 
in Madison and the Yeomans herd in Wayne County esta? 
lished a half century ago; and of the .wonderful records 
made by Echo, Crown Princess, Princess of Wayne De Koi 
2d, Pauline Paul, Aaggie, Lady Fay, and Pietertje 2d th- 
first 30,000-Ib. cow in the world. Many of the older breed- 
ers present may recall Col. H. C. Hoffman’s herd in Che- 
mung~County where in 1875-8 a yearly production of ten, 
eleven and 12,000 lbs. was made; and also his prediction 
that Holsteins would, in time, be recognized “as the best 
cows for all dairy purposes that exist or ever have existed 
in America”. 
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When the prize system was put into effect, making pos- 
sible the present Advanced Registry system, it was a New 
York breeder, Henry Stevens of Lacona, who made the 
greater proportion of the first year’s 30 records, of which 
the largest was 21,261 lbs. fat by De Kol 2d, and kept at it, 
to the encouragement of those who badly needed it. Others 
participating in the first year’s work were Gillett & Son 
and J. Rust & Bros. of Wisconsin, T. G. Yeomans & Sons, 
Smiths & Powell Co., the Michigan Agricultural College 
and Harvey. S. Day of Michigan. 

New York State gave us that man of fine ideals and 
broad vision, Soloman Hoxie, the Father of Advanced Reg- 
istry; it gave us the charter of the present organization; 
it has given us thirteen presidents and our venerated treas- 
urer, Wing R. Smith. 

The importations of these cattle were more largely 
made by residents of New York; indeed the firm of Smiths 
& Powell of this city (Syracuse) is responsible for nearly 
one-half of all the cattle brought to America trom Holland.

The Association 


Fifty years of organized effort in Holstein activities 
closed with March, 1921. This period has seen three or- 
ganizations bearing slightly differing names covering the 
activities of the same group of breeders. The first,was the 
Association of Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein cattie, a 
voluntary association without a charter, organized in 
March, 1871. The second was The Holstein-Breeders’ As- 
sociation of America chartered by special act of New York 
State on May 27, 1880, and third, The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, incorporated by special act of New 
York State, May 25, 1885, and reorganized under the Mem- 
bership Corporation Law of New York, June 2, 1914, at 
Chicago, Ill. The present organization also embraces the 
Dutch-Friesian Association of America which was organ- 
ized December 8, 1877, in New York and which united with 
our Association May 26, 1885. It also embraces the West- 
ern Holstein-Friesian Association, chartered at Topeka, 
Kansas, November 20, 1892, and which united with our As- 
sociation, March 5, 1898.

market so that good Holstein-Friesian cows today are in 
ready demand at fair prices notwithstanding the bottom 
has gone out of the usual production of the farms. 

We have a considerable number of clerks emptoyed in 
the Extension work, some for their whole time, others for 
a portion of their time, the idea being to work the Exten- 
sion Department in connection with the Secretary’s office 
and using the same employees, thus being able to give 
them permanent and constant employment.

Mr. R. C. Pollock, who was with us last year and up 
util January of this year, made a great success in his 
work of organizing breeders in the various states, arous- 
ing interest in the breed, and we regretted greatly that we 
were not able to retain him in the service of the Associa- 
tion. The American Federation of Farm Bureaus, how- 
ever, held out inducements that he did not fee: warranted 
in refusing, and while he still has the Holstein-Friesian 
in his mind and ofttimes in his voice, he is in the employ 
of the American Federation of Farm Bureaus. 

Prof. Wm. M. Rider is still with the Association and con- 
stantly at work. A considerable portion of his time is 
taken up with the schools and colleges of the country, get- 
ting out pamphlets and attending to their proper distribu- 
tion. His knowledge of school and college work makes 
him a valuable man along these lines of publicity. 

Mr. Fred Koenig, who was employed by the Association 
as publicity man, has developed into a success in his line. 
He has gotten in touch with the agricultural papers in 
which we carry advertisements; he has insisted upon and 
received the lowest rates accorded to live stock advertis- 
ing, and by correspondence and contact has engendered a 
g00d feeling between the agricultural press generally and 
The Holstein-Friesian Association. 

Among other activities he has taken up with the makers 
of ordinary records of 20 Ibs., and upwards in the outlying 
districts the advisability of having their performances pub- 
lished in the local papers, and by preparing these articles 
and additional information he has been able to interest 
the breeders. The local papers are generally very willing 
to print these local records of production and the result is 
hundreds of papers all over the country are publishing the 
records made by locally-owned animals. 

I wish at this time to impress upon every owner of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle who has had them tested, that he 
should go to his local paper and give the record of their 
susestion.

their members of the opportunity. The sale may or may 
not be consummated direct by the American breeder but 
information as to details of shipping, health examination 
and certificates and of the Herd-Book requirements of the 
Country of export are supplied by the Secretary’s office as 
desired. 

General conditions, rate of exchange and other unfavor- 
able factors tend to confine exportations of cattle within 
small limits. The field for export appears to be in the 
Spanish and Portuguese speaking countries, including Mex- 
ico, Cuba, Brazil, Argentina, Chile, Ecuador and Paraguay. 

The United States Department of Agriculture through 
its Bureau of Markets has been actively engaged in pro- 
moting trade in purebred live stock and has published re- 
ports on the situaticn in those countries based on personal 
investigations of Commissioners sent to South America, 
and finds the field so promising as to warrant again sending 
Commissioners to develop the markets for all breeds of 
purebred live stock and is establishing a permanent office 
in South America in charge of a Commissioner. 

In pursuit of these objects the Bureau of Markets has 
prepared and published pamphlets in Spanish and Portu- 
gzuese for distribution in Latin America. These pamphlets 
attractively set out the characteristics of the breeds and 
are handsomely illustrated. They also set out the official 
regulations regarding the export of live stock, showing the 
protection afforded, particularly relating to exclusion of 
contagious diseases, and humane handling and safe trans- 
portation. Much information is afforded as to health con- 
ditions in this country and official assistance is extended 
to visitors frfom abroad. An English version of these 
pamphlets may be obtained by those interested and will 
be found most useful to exporters. 

Through the efforts of this Association exportations of 
purebred Holsteins have been made to the following coun- 
tries the past year: Venezuela, Argentina, Ecuador, Dutch 
West Indies, Columbia, Brazil and Chile. 

Exportations to Europe have occurred to some extent, 
particularly to France, through the efforts of the French 
Government year before last. A large number of register- 
ed bulls were sent over which were accompanied by cer- 
tificates of registry and transfer executed in blank, but no

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The Reports of Our Officers 


HE reports of the officers of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America show that while the past 
vear has in some respects failed to measure up to the 
best that we have done in the past, under the busi- 
ness conditions that have prevailed, we may well feel 
gratified over the progress recorded. Registrations of pure- 
bred Holsteins during the year have shown.a normal in- 
crease of 11.7% over the preceding year, the enormous 
total of 127,850 animals having been recorded during the 
twelve months ending April 30. The number of trans- 
fers issued was slightly less than for the preceding year 
although over thirty per cent in excess of any preceding 
year except 1919-20 and falling short but 3208 or 2.43 per 
cent from the high mark. These figures indicate that the 
demand for purebred Holsteins is maintained’and in spite 
of statements to the contrary the general average of prices 
has taken no greater drop than would be represented by 
the increased purchasing power of the dollar. Actording 
to figures submitted by Secretary Houghton the average 
of all of the public sales reported in 1920 was $372.12 and in 
1919 $361, the previous high mark being $262 in 1914 al- 
though 1918 closely approached this figure with an aver- 
age of $256.47. Figures compiled by the World on public 
sales reported during the first four months of 1921 repre- 
senting 5757 head, show an average of $312 per head, which 
is ten per cent higher than the average for the ten years 
preceding and 32.8 per cent higher than the average for 
the eight years from 1911-18 inclusive. The number of 
applications for membership in the Association amounted 
to 2361 which is considerably less than the number ad- 
mitted the preceding year and somewhat smaller than the 
number that joined two years ago. We must not, however, 
minimize the importance of last year’s addition to the 
total of the membership list as in this one year we have 
admitted more membérs than all of the other dairy breed 
associations combined in the entire history of their organi- 
zations. 

The magnitude of the business done in the Secretary’s 
office is strongly brought out in Mr. Houghton’s report 
when it is stated that an average of 515 letters was re- 
ceived daily at his office and an average of 948 letters 
mailed therefrom. 166 clerks are at present employed 
in this office. We note also the statement that the number 
of incorrect applications returned per week averaged 774. 
The unnecessary expense from this item alone adds very 
materially to the burden of our Association. From these 
figures it appears that of the 258,000 certificates issued 
last year the applications of over 40,000 of them or nearly 
one-sixth had to be returned for correction. As the salaries 
paid for administration clerks amounted to over $125,000 
we would estimate that the cost to the Associa- 
tion of these mistakes in filling out applications 
runs in the neighborhood of $20,000, which is more

The point is well taken 
and the material which comes through the secretary's 
office could be worked out in the same way with results in 
publicity value to the breed almost beyond computation, 
Only by a consolidation of the offices can this problem be 
worked out most efficiently and economically. 

President Aitken also urges greater recognition by the 
Association of the importance of type through the appro. 
priation of larger sums of money to be awarded to Hol. 
steins exhibited at our important fairs. He makes the point 
that our auction sales have demonstrated in the case of 
animals of average price that animals of good type will 
sell for at least sixty per cent more than equally well bred 
ones of inferior type. This contention is absolutely correet 
and it is proper that the National Association should, as 4 
measure of sound breed extension, appropriate larger sums 
as an aid in stimulating on the part of the breeders an 
terest in type and a better knowledge of what constitu 
the best type of the breed. Our fairs, of course, proviie 
the logical means of getting results along this line. I 
does not, however, require much study of the list of awards 
as offered by the Holstein-Friesian Association to discover 
the need of a rearrangement of the entire list in. order 
to give the industry the greatest possible amount of benefit 
from the large sum of money involved. At the present time 
the list appears to represent not so much the needs of the 
situation as the enterprise of the fair managements in 
making requests for support. 

Mr. Aitken offers a suggestion in regard to the herd 
books, that the Association assume the cost of publishing 
and printing ten or a dozen copies of each herd book as 
issued, for the maintenance of the records, and that the 
price for which the books are sold to the membership 
should be based only on the actual cost of printing and 
binding such additional copies. The entire over head of 
publication would thus be charged to the first dozen rather 
than distributed over the entire edition. The need of some 
action along this line is reflected in the actual situation. 
The secretary’s report shows that only 317 copies out of an 
edition of 1500 copies of volume 43 have been ordered, the 
price $8.00 appearing prohibitive to most breeders. As the 
registrations for the past year alone require four volumes 
it will be at once apparent that without some relief from 
the present situation few breeders would be able to keep 
up a complete set of herd books with the cost running 
around $30.00 a year. \

First Day At Syracuse Develops Stormy Session 





Syracuse, N. Y., June 1. 

HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 

ica assembled in what is undoubtedly the

As stated by the first test of strength came 
upon a resolution by Sen. J. M. Hackney which 
was as follows: 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has, because of the Black and White 
Cow, become the strongest and largest or- 
ganization of its kind in the world. We 
recognize the foresight and courage of 
the founders of this great organization, 
many of whom are living and with us to- 
day. The influence of this great organiza- 
tion is world wide. Through good manage- 
ment in the handling of the Black and White 
cow it has become practically the dairy in- 
dustry of the United States. We are passing 
through a period of readjustment due to the 
world war. Wisdom must be our watch- 
word. Any mistake we make now will take 
a long time to overcome. Under the guid- 

ance, wisdom and management of President 
‘Aitken and our present officials, Board of 
Directors, we have made remarkable pro- 
gress. We regret the unfortunate situation 
known as the Cole-Cabana controversy and. 
the litigation in connection therewith. We 
commend the vigorous action of those offi- 
cers and directors who have fought to pre- 
serve the integrity of our records and we 
urge that this most important matter be 
carried to a successful conclusion, realizing 
that the preservation and integrity of the 
records made by the Black: and Whité cow 

is the basis of the industry. ~“ . 

After Mr. Hackney had présented his argu- 
ment Mr. Peasley took the platform in opposi- 
tion. He based his opposition on the statement 
that he could not join in a resolution extolling 
our Board of Directors for their wisdom in the 
guidance of the affairs of. the Association, argu- 
ing that in his opinion they have been rather 
drifting down the stream, that they were not a 
legal board, were subject to direct attack in a 
court of law and that the failure of the present 
Board to take steps to provide the Association 
with a legally constituted board would justify 
this resolution. He conceded Mr. Hackney’s 
point that fraud strikes at the foundation of our 
success, but took the position that any man ac- 
cused of making fraudulent records is entitled to 
a fair trial before a legally constituted tribunal 
and that we should withhold judgment until 
such a trial has occurred. He charged that in 
the Cabana case the conduct of the president and 
executive committee was such that the Court 
held they were not qualified to sit as judges in 
the case against Cabana’s objection. Pres. Ait- 
ken set Mr. Peasley right on the statements he 
had made pointing out that when the hearing on 
the Cabana case was held not only did Cabana’s 
attorneys offer no objection to the chairman of 
the Executive Committee sitting as a judge in 
the case, but requested Mr. Aitken himself to 
preside over the hearing. He pointed out that 
the real question in the case was not so much 
the genuineness of the records in question as 
whether this association through its Board of 
Directors has the right to investigate cases of 
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fraud that are brought to their noti 
mine the authenticity of such recorantl deter.

ERIE COUNTY CLUB ENTERTAINS VISITORS TO

About one hundred Holstein breeders and their friends 
gathered at the Dold Welfare Hall, Buffalo, the evening of 
May 20, and enjoyed the feasts, both mental and physical, 
provided for their entertainment by the Erie County Hol- 
stein Club and J. C. Dold and his employees.

ver 1,000 Ibs. butter in nine months. She was on year 
test and would make 20,000 lbs. or more in the year. One 
of the interesting things about this was that, as an Aus- 
tralian champion, she supplanted her own dam and that 
she Te ted a line of breeding developed by one man 
in a period of over 25 years. The establishment on which 
she was raised is on the border of the dry area of New 
gouth Wales, and the atmospheric and agricultural condi- 
tions are such that would make an American cattleman 
believe it would be impossible to profitably run a breeding 
and dairy establishment. The owner started about thirty 
years ag0 with 30 cows and 4 bulls, and from this foun- 
dation has now a herd of over 800. He had used rigid 
selection in developing these animals. He had the cham- 
pion bull of the breed at the Royal Show at Sydney seven 
years in succession, and since his old bull who is still 
living, was no longer shown the sons and grandsons of 
this bull had won the championship ever since. It is a 
splendid example of the benefits of rigid selection, coupled 
with close inbreeding. The herd had been increased in 
size, in constitution and in producing ability. 

The climate of New Zealand was very different than 
that of Australia, but was similar to that of the Channel 
Islands. South Island is in the same latitude south of the 
equator as Montreal is north, has very similar grasses 
to the great agricultural English districts, Cheshire, Devon 
and Sussex. Most of the area was rough but had luxuriant 
pasture. In the two islands, each of which has about 
the same area as New York State, there were 800,000 cows 
and about 1,000,00 inhabitants. There has been rigid gov- 
ernment inspection of the manufacture of dairy products 
over twenty years, with the result that the quality was the 
very highest, rivalling Denmark and Ireland for butter 
production and Canada for cheese. Every box and pack- 
age of butter or cheese exported was stamped with the 
score of the contents and nothing scoring less than 88 on 
a basis of 100 was exported. The brands were: one arrow 
for first class, two arrows for second class, etc. The in- 
spectors were of such high class and so prided themselves 
upon their work that the scoring was hardly ever ques- 
tioned. The products are held in cold storage until 
shipped, and they are scored in triplicate—a copy of the 
scoring being sent to the maker and another to the presi- 
dent of the factory in which the product was made. Prac- 
tically: all of the factories are co-operative. 

New Zealand is a prosperous country and has made 
good progress in dairying. The New Zealand dairymen 
are not sticklers for purebreds, but they are great advo- 
cates of selection and had herds of high grades of good 
average producing ability, which can be seen from the fact 
that herds of 40 and 50 cows in the cow testing associa- 
tions had average year production records of over 400 Ibs. 
fat. Most of the cattle in the country were Jerseys, with 
Ayrshires and Shorthorns in about equal numbers next. 
There were no Guernseys and only a sprinkling of Hol- 
steins, or Friesians as they are called there. The first 

importation of the breed was made from Holland in 1882, 
but the breeder was not progressive, and there was not 
much development until 1912 when there were several im- 
portations from the United States. The government made 
one or more importations from the Woodcrest Farms at 
Rifton, N. Y., quite a number of cattle were taken from 
Wisconsin, principally from the herd of John Hetts at 
Fort Atkinson, some went from the Field herd at Brock- 
ton, and quite a number from Canada. The best producers 
today are a mixture of the American and Holland im- 
tercatione, the American cattle, particularly those from

8 cow had had seven calves, and it was reported on 
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good authority that she had never been dry from the time 
she first freshened, and she is esteemed very highly, the 
New Zealanders holding her to be really a superior cow to 
May Echo Sylvia. Her oldest daughter has just closed a 
record of over 700 lbs. fat as a heifer. The second highest 
cow in the country is Westmere Princess Pietertje, and 
she is a result of the American and Holland cross. As a 
junior four-year-old she made over 929 Ibs. fat in a year. 

There are only 25 to 30 large herds in the country. 
The standards are somewhat different from that of the 
United States. They want a strong animal with straight 
lines, carrying perhaps more beefiness than is liked in 
North America. They do not like spotted animals, wanting 
the black and white to be solid colors. They are showmen 
more than cow testers or feeders, and there is much rivalry 
in showing, the herds being exhibited at a number of high 
class fairs. 

The New Zealand dairymen can not understand Ameri- 
can conditions. They think that feeding grain to cows 
all winter is very strange and cannot see how Amert- 
can dairymen can make any money at all, and in con- 
sidering New Zealand records it must be understood that 
they are made with very little or no grain and on grass 
alone. The principal grasses are the perennial rye grass— 
of which they have several varieties—and clover. They 
do not think very highly of blue grass, and have no 
timothy. 

The speaking was followed by a show given by the 
Dold Quality Minstrels, members of the Fifty-Fifty 
Club. There were over thirty on the stage, with four end 
men and an interlocutor. They opened with a chorus and 
sang many ofthe latest popular songs, both singly and in 
chorus. The entertainment was interspersed with stories 
and drives on cattlemen present, all of which was greatly 
enjoyed by the audience. 

The meeting was closed with a standing vote of thanks 
to Mr. Dold and the employees of the Dold Packing Com- 
pany for the entertainment. 





NEW JERSEY ASSOCIATION GETTING RESULTS 


J. W. Bartlett, secretary of the New Jersey Holstein- 
*riesian Cooperative Association, entertained a member 
of the World staff recently, showing him several of the 
good herds of New Jersey. It is not generally realized 
how important a place New Jersey has played in the up- 
building of the Holstein-Friesian industry, but Mr. Bart- 
lett, since assuming the position of field secretary has, 
through his publicity and advertising, taken steps to let 
the Holstein people of America know that New Jersey 
is a real Holstein state. 

New Jersey isn’t famous alone for mosquitoes. New 
Jersey is one of the real agricultural states of the Union 
and it is a revelation to one who has had different ideas 
to drive about the country in that state and see the pros- 
perous type of farming that is going on. New Jersey has 
6,000 purebred Holsteins and probably 500 active breeders. 
Somerset County is, of course, the largest Holstein county 
in the state and in that county are located such estab- 
lishments as the Bloomingdale Herd, the Finderne estab- 
lishment, Forsgate Farms and others. These leading 
New Jersey farms are a credit to the industry in every 
way. The men who develop them realize the importance 
of production records and have long played an important 
part in record making. They have a very pleasing propor- 
tion of good type in their herds. They realize the im- 
portance or safeguarding the health of their animals and 
are making rapid strides in accredited herd work, working 
in cooperation with the New Jersey Experiment Station 
at New Brunswick. The Holstein breeders are certainly 
extending the Holstein gospel to other dairy sections of the 
state. 

There are a number of good herds starting up that 
are bound to be a credit to the industry and they are 
making a right start not only as to type but as to health 
and production. 

The state offers a wide range of selection in the mat- 
ter of blood lines, practically all the leading sires of the 
breed being represented by the advocates and as a whole 
the state is in a position to take advantage of the demands 
of the surrounding markets. Being essentially a milk pro- 
ducing state there is, of course, plenty of room for the 
extension of the Holstein idea within its own borders, 
but New Jersey has an opportunity to sell animals jn 
Pennsylvania on the west and to the souhern states farther 
down the coast. She has an opportunity to participate in 
the export market because of her proximity to the port of 
shipment.

Mr. President and Members of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America: 
Historical 


HIS is the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the 
Herd-Book upon the Holstein-Friesian breed of cat- 
tle. The date carries back to 1871 and its place of 

birth was Boston, ‘Massachusetts. New England supplied 
nearly all of the founders, for there was not a person pres- 
ent from any other locality, and in fact there were but 
two or three purebred animals in any other section. 

Mr. Winthrop W. Chenery of Belmont, Massachusetts, 
who became the first President of the Association, had, in 
1866, published a catalogue of his purebred live stock, in-

cluding horses, sheep, etc., in which the entries of his 
Holstein or Dutch cattle appeared in the same form as 
they later appeared in Volume 1 of the Herd-Book. 

Thus the importance of a public record of purity of 
breeding was in the mind of Mr. Chenery for several years 
previous to the organization of the Association, and took 
formal shape in 1871 on March 15, when he, in association 
with my father, the late Charles Houghton, William A. 
Russell, ©. C. Wallworth, Thomas B. Wales, Jr., W. A. 
Russell, S. B. Emerson, Lucian L. Trow, Gerrit S. Miller, 
John Cummings, George G. Lobdell, Henry Waterman, 
Rufus Waterman, Jr., W. S. Tilton, John H Comer, H. C.

The ownership according to ma 
recent census taken by the Association shows 82,953 ber 
a membership of 4,241, which is 1,016 in excess of eta 
any other state in the Union. New York has always leq ; 
membership, number of cattle and, proportionately . 
amount of fees paid in to the Association. 
New York likewise led the way in tests for yields of 
milk and butter, under both the old system and the Dres- 
ent system. This state imported fully one-half of all the 
cattle brought from Holland. A New York breeder devel. 
oped the imported cow, Pietertje, whose yield of 30,31 
pounds of milk in one year astounded the world. Likewige 
the famous cow, De Kol 2d, imported in dam and founder of 
the family, was developed in New York. I wonder how 
many of you are aware that her butter record reached 334 
pounds in seven days as a senior-four-year-old; this recor 
may be found upon page 98 of Volume 4 of the Advances 
Registry published in 1891. New York originated the ver 
idea and system of Advanced Registry and was the firt 
to recognize its merits and to make records.

While general prevailing conditions have had conside. 
able effect upon registration, the total number of pedigres 
recorded was 127,850, a gain over the previous year of IL’ 
per cent, when there were 114,503 recorded. This brings 
the total registration from 1894 to date up to 945,047, as 
shown by the following table:

Promptness in recording transfers within six months 
from date of sale, after which time the usual fee is doubled 
is still to be desired. The figures show delinquency in 
this respect to the extent of fourteen per cent of the total 
number recorded. The annoyance and discouragement to 
beginners, particularly, caused by neglect of the seller to 
promptly furnish certificates is still very great.

The application of the income from transfer fees to 
expenditures of the Extension Service followed the action 
taken in 1919 at Philadelphia, and at that time the fees to 
be charged were quadrupled. Although the new rate was 
not in force for the entire fiscal year 1919-1920, the amount 
received was $144,291.50, representing fees on 131,823 
transfers, which was an increase over the previous year at 
the old rate of $110,135, and of 34,431 in’ the number of 
transfers made. The results of the fiscal year just ended 
show receipts of $182,620 for 128,615 transfers recorded. 
Under the caption, Extension Service, are included prac- 
tically all-expenditures in the Secretary’s office not direct- 
ly a part of the work of administration relating to registra- 
tion; or, more specifically, it is paid out for prizes at fairs, 
for advertising space, printed matter, club organization, 
salaries, clerical service, etc., in a general effort to in- 
crease the demand for our cattle, the details of which ap- 
pear in the report of the Extension Service. 

The intimate relation beween the prices for which ani- 
imals are sold and the volume of transfers warrants a re- 
view of the results of public sales for the past ten years 
showing the number of sales, number of cattle sold and 
the average price received:

There have been in preparation during the past year 
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Volumes 42, 43, and 44 of the Herd-Book. Volume 42 was 
completed and ready for distribution at a price of $6 on 
February 23, and the sales amounted to 637 copies at a 
total of $3,822. 

Volume 43 was completed and ready. for distribution 
at a price of $8 on March 17, and the sales amounted to 317 
eopies at a total of $2,536. : 

Volume 44 is on the press, and will probably be ready 
for distribution at an early date. 

The copy for Volume 45 is also in the hands of the 
printer. 

The cost of printing these massive books containing 
approximately 40,000 pedigrees each, in addition to reports 
of meetings, membership lists, By-Laws and reports of of- 
ficers in certain volumes, has greatly increased in recent 
years and has necessitated an advance in price to cover 
only cost of printing. During the fiscal year the total ex- 
penditures for printing the Herd-Book have amounted to 
$16,303.23. The following table shows the volume number, 
price, entries of cows and of bulls by the recorded num- 
bers of the two later volumes and those in process:

While these books seem to be expensive per volume, 
their value to a breeder is inestimable. They are essential 
in tracing pedigrees and relationships and, used in con- 
nection with the Blue Book, enable the breeder to ascertain 
the value of fashionable blood lines, both direct and col- 
lateral. They are of great historical value and are always 
worth more than the money cost. 


Membership 

Applications for membership were received during the 
fiscal year to the number of 2,361, which is 1,580 less than 
the number received last year. Of these 2,182 were acted 
upon at various meetings of the directors. 

The falling off in applications for membership as com- 
pared with the previous fiscal year is 1,580 and the amount 
of fees is $39,500 less. 

Accessions to the list show 141 from the New England 
States; 634 from the Middle Atlantic States; 60 from the 
Southern States; 1,175 from the Central States; 51 from 
the Western States; 116 from the Pacific Coast States; one 
from Hawaii; two from South America. 

By states, Wisconsin leads with 430 acquisitions; New 
York is second with 300 and Pennsylvania third with 233.

Her 
stable sisters had a big part in winning 
the get-of-sire and State Dairy Herd 
honors also for Wisconsin last fall.

Wisconsin breeders are “Busting

to the Secretary’s office that some 
fine record is being made. In many 
cases such records are the result of 
painstaking effort on the part of a 
“sreen horn” in the testing business. 
It is one of the commendable facts 
in connection with A. R. O. work that 
no one family in the breed has a mo- 
ropoly on the records, nor has any 
breeder, big or little, as he may be, 
a clinched hold on the best present day 
marks. No sooner had the story of 
the achievement of Davis & Son of 
Berlin in making a 36-lb. record on a 
daughter of 37th as a Senior three-yr.- 
old some out, when H. F. Schroeder of 
West Bend announced a 28-Ilb. junior 
two-year-old record on a daughter of 
Cedar Lawn Canary Paul. Now comes 
word from R. E. Benson of Dousman, 
that his cow Ryanbe Burke, 374504, 
has just completed a world’s record 
in the 305 division at 3 years, 3 months 
and 13 days. This good cow produced 
19,314.8 Ibs. of milk and 806.51 Ibs. of 
butter and carried a calf 168 days of 
the time during which this record was 
made. Ryanbe Burke is a daughter of 
that good foundation cow in the herd 
of Mr. Benson, Gracie De Kol Nether- 
land 2d, who made the good record of 
614 Ibs. of milk and 29 Ibs. of butter. 
Each calf of the four born on the Ben- 
son farm from this good old dam 
has been a female and from these 
daughters in turn has come five daugh- 
ters, in all a total of 9 females, all 
closely related to the above mentioned 
Ryanbe Burke. The last calf born to

Most people in picking an animal 
field, in November 1909, for $175. 
as foundation stock, or as the dam to 
a future h:rd sire, look for a “strong” 
pedigree, type and good records: but, 
a large percentage forget the one es- 
sential quality in breeding animals— 
that is, transmitting ability to give to 
their progeny, generation after gener- 
ation, individuality and production. 
More and more attention is being 
given to this point by those looking 
for advancement when picking out 
their herd sire. 

Up in Becker County, Minn., there 
is being developed a strain known as 
the Princess family, which is coming 
to the front year by year because of 
its inherited ability—both as to pro- 
duction and type. There are at pres- 
ent 27 females, comprising five genera- 
tions, in this family, most of which 
are still in the herd owned by N. P. 
Hanson of Detroit, Minn., who has 
been the developer of this great cattle 
clan. 

Heading the Princess family is De 
Kol Alban Princess No. 126276, a large 
rugged cow of extreme dairy temper- 
ament. As can be seen from the ac- 
companying picture, she is a cow with 
a wonderfully good top, square rump, 
deep chest, and plenty of capacity- 
qualities which she transmits to her 
offspring. And along with her indi- 
viduality, she has producing ability. 
About the only place one could crit- 
icise her would be in having too large 
teats, but this rather undesirable trait 
does not seem to be transmitted to 
her descendants. 

Old Princess, as she is called, was 
purchased when 26 months old, by Mr. 
Hanson from W. F. Schilling of North- 
Since then she has given birth to six 
daughters and six sons and is still pro- 
ducing at the age of 14 years. Her

She won 
first place at the Minnesota State 
Fair when a yearling. 

We have given some of the records 
already made by the granddaughters 
of Old Princess through her oldest 
daughter. Her great granddaughters 
are just beginning to come into milk. 
De Kol Korndyke Ormsby 2d has a ju- 
nior two-year-old record of 19.02 Ibs. 
butter and Queen Maid Ormsby made 
nearly 15 lbs. butter eight months 
after calving, as a two-year-old, and 
on year work now has nearly 7,000 
Ibs. milk to her credit in the first three 
months. 

Old Princess does not get her pre 
ducing and transmitting ability by a.- 
cident as one can readily see by taking 
a peep at her pedigree. She was sired 
by Spring Brook Prince, a paternal 
brother to Spring Brook Bess Burke, 
while her dam comes from the famous 
De Kol Alban family noted in New 
York State. Her grandam made 26.58 
Ibs. butter in seven days at thirteen 
years of age, a world’s record at the 
time. 

Mr. Hanson has sold just four fe- 
males from this family for which he 
has received $4,825. He has also sold 
15 bulls which have brought him 
$14,950, or an average of nearly $1,000. 
At first he sold bulls very cheap— 
from $150 to $250,—but as he began 
to find out what he really had in this 
family, he received prices for his bulls 
accordingly, although none have been 
sold for any extreme prices. 

When we see the individual quality 
of the offspring of Old Princess and 
study the records that they have made, 
we cannot help but see that when Mr. 
Hanson picked De Kol Alban Prin- 
cess, he unknowingly picked a trans- 
mitter that is building a family around 
herself which, from the standpoint of 
type and production, is a credit to the 
breed. 





COUNTY VETERINARIAN PLAN 
FOR ERADICATING T. B. IN 
NEW YORK STATE 


The County Veterinarian plan of 
tuberculin testing dairy herds has 
given much impetus to disease eradi- 
cation in the state. A study of the 
work in March, as compared to the 
previous year, according to federal 
figures, is of interest. It shows the 
state to lead in the total number of 
cattle under supervision, with Minne- 
sota, the nearest competitor, having 
22,216 animals less. At this rate the 
state will soon outgrow any reputa- 
tion it might have had for laxness in 
tuberculosis eradication. 

According to Dr. H. B. Leonard of 
Albany, federal inspector, 405 herds 
were inspected in the state in March. 
Comparison of this with the number 
of herds tested in January, 192 herds, 
disclose the recent impetus given the 
work, largely through the county vet- 
erinarian plan by which herd owners 
share the expense of administering 
the test. 

During February or March the num- 
ber of herds tested once or found free 
of disease was 340, making the total 
of once tested free herd 1,100. The 
state now has 15,000 animals on the 
waiting list to be tested, the largest 
number on the state’s record. These

Only 55 
animals reacted out of that number, 


or about 9.8% for the month of April. 

The testing of the herds of Dr. Geo. 
F. Warren, the well known head of 
the farm management department of 
the College of Agriculture at Cornell, 
attracted considerable notice, because 


they were the largest and most val- 
uable group of animals yel tested in 
the county. One of the herds has had 
a clean test previously and the other, 
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containing 75 animals, purebred Hol- 
stein, has just been passed on its final 
test. 

Tompkins County has set an ex- 
ample in accredited herd work by the 
cooperation offered its dairymen by 
the Tompkins County National Bank. 
The state, the bank and the farmers 
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cooperate by an arrangement where- 
by the bank advances 75% of the farm- 
ers’ claims for indemnities, on the 
state’s recognition of such claims. Full 
payment of claims is made when the 
state pays in full.

Review of the Past Week at Beaver Dam Stock Farm 





You have asked us to report some 
of our official and semi-official work 
of the past year and we are glad to 
give you this information. 

While our policy is to develop ev- 
erything that we possibly can, we 
have of course concentrated on the 
daughters of Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 
We have been especially fortunate 
in the development of his daughters 
the past year. Since the close of the 
last volume, we have given 1000-lb. 
year records to six of his daughters, 
and in that time have been fortunate 
enough to bring out his highest milk 
record daughter. In fact, she is the 
first cow in the state to cross the 30,- 
000-Ib. mark. 

We take quite a bit of delight in this 
record of O. K. L. Andire Posch, as 
she previously made as a three-year- 
old almost 1000 Ibs. in a year, then 


came right back with her 1240- 
lb. and 30,097 Ibs. of milk, mak- 
ing better than 26 ~=lbs. eight 
months after freshening. She has 
freshened since the completion 
of this last record and made 33 


lbs. and is started again on year test. 
Beaver Dam Rosie, who it will be re- 
membered, made over 1000 lbs. as a 
two-year-old, came back this year as 
a four-year-old and made 31 Ibs. and 
has finished her second year test 
above 1000 lbs., this year making 1040 
Ibs. of butter and over 25,000 Ibs. 
of milk. Ormsby Korndyke Armyn, 
that we have always regarded as one 
of the most persistent producing 
daughters of the old bull, along in Jan- 
uary, finished her second year record, 
this time making over 1231 lbs. of 
butter and 26,000 lbs. of milk, and now 
on her third lap, seems to be going 
better than ever before. Truly shu 
has been a wonderful cow, and today, 
seems better than ever. 

Although we did not enjoy the honor 
for any great length of time, we did 
succeed in bringing out a world cham- 
pion in Geertje Queen De Kol Posch 
2d with her 28,436 lbs. of milk and 
1213 Ibs. of butter as a senior four- 
year-old. Her 31-lb. 7-day record went 
through last year and she is soon due 
again in wonderful condition. O. K. 
L. Pearl De Kol Andire, a very beau- 
tiful type of cow, came through with 
better than 1000 lbs. butter and lacked 
but a little of the 25,000-lb. mark. She 
is a very close relative of O. K. L. An- 
dire Posch, who gets in this year with 
her 30,000-lb. record and is as you 
know the New York State champion 
milk producer. Just now we. are 
watching O. K. L. Albina with mucu 
interest. After making her strictly 
official record of 22,000 lbs. of milk 
as a two-year-old, we did not have 
another opportunity at her until this 





past year, although we did give her 
a 32-lb. record as a four-year-old, bur 
that year she did not get away to a 
good start and we did not carry her. 
So she is making her record this year 
as a mature cow. She has about 
a month yet to go, and _ since 
we have claimed fifteen 1000-lb. 
daughters for Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, we are telling you that in 
ten months, according to the 
records we have, she has consider- 
ably better than 1000 lbs. butter and 
right at 25,000 lbs. milk. She is still 
milking unusually well, and Provi- 
dence permitting, she ought to finish 
a record that will place her among 
the highest record daughters of her 
sire. We have never hesitated to 
claim that O. K. L. Albina is one of 
the very greatest daughters of her 
sire, and we believe she is one of the 
very greatest cows of the breed. 

You will recall last year, O. K. L. 
Royal Beets won considerable honors 
and we are pleased to tell you she is 
now running on her second year pro- 
ducing just like she always did. lu 
fact, we would not be surprised to see 
her closely approach and even surpass 
her present 28,000-lb. record. 

During the year, another daughter 
of the old bull made a record we want 
to call to your attention. She is 
Ormsby Korndyke Dorothy. This cow 
has the use of only two quarters, but 
with this handicap, went on and made 
over 840 lbs. of butter and almost 
19,000 Ibs. of milk. We are quite in- 
clined to class this as one of the best 
records made by a daughter of Orms- 
by Korndyke Lad. 

So with these half dozen 1000-lb. 
cows, all by the old bull, and five of 
the six above 25,000 Ibs. of milk, we 
feel rather proud of the showing. In 
the matte “of 30-lb. records, several 
of the daughters that previously had 
30 lbs., have repeated, so that today 
his list numbers at least twenty above 
this figure. 

We have spoken almost entirely of 
the work of the daughters of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, for the public will ap- 
preciate his blood is quite prominent 
in the herd. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that some of the other cows and 
heifers have not made good showings 
for us. Some of the _ two-year-old 
daughters from the O. K. L. dams and 
now running on their year work, are 
doing very satisfactory work. While 
we must needs wait until these young 
heifers get more mature before we 
can hope to make such high records, 
we feel they have the capacity to do 
it eventually, and as they come along, 
we hope to demonstrate that this 
Is SO.

It might be of interest to readers 
to know that we recently purchased 
ten daughters of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, perhaps ten of the best bred 
daughters he ever sired. These are 
all comparatively young from dams 
by such sires as Pontiac Korndyke 
Hengerveld De Kol, and others tht 
have made history. These we ar 
getting in shape to start on semiofe 
ial work and we hope they will cam 
on the work of their sisters. One u 
the first of these to freshen with us 
has just made over 31 Ibs. as a four 
year-old and has already started her 
year. In all we have about fifty daugh- 
ters of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, nearly 
all of which will sooner or later be in 
for a vear run. So you will see his 
untimely death, unfortunate as {t was, 
did not leave us entirely without some 
of his offspring to give us something 
to do for the vear.

Administration 


The volume of business transacted by the Secretary’s 
office may be further understood by a recital of some of 
the details. The business is transacted by mail and the 
average number of letters received daily was 515 and the 
average daily mailing of letters was 948. An average of 
154 clerks were employed throughout the year, in all de- 
partments, and a large amount of business other than reg- 
istration is transacted. 

There are at present 166 clerks employed at an average 
wage of $17.95 per week. This number will probably be 
increased to 175 before the close of the year 1921-1922 
which we have now entered. 

In the registration department 81,192 different lots ap- 
plications were filed by breeders; and 4,966 certificates 
were issued per week; the daily bank deposit averaged 
$1,501.77. 

The number of incorrect applications returned per 
week averaged 774. 

The increase year by year in the business causes in- 
creased expenditure which from 1916 to 1921 has averaged 
22 per cent per year, which in dollars ranges from $79,- 
321.84 in 1916 to $216,916.31 for 1921. 

The Extension Service constitutes a large and grow- 
ing department and accordingly the money expended 
through the Secretary’s office has increased at the average 
rate of 46 per cent; or in dollars, from $21,786.21, expended 
in 1916, it reached the sum of $131,410.69 for the past 
year. 

The total expenditures through the Secretary’s office 
for the past five years, including the Extension Service, 
have increased from $105,258.68 in 1916 to $348,327.00 for 
the past year. A better idea of the activities can be 
gained from an examination of the Budget for the Secre- 
tary’s office for this year just ended, which follows:

record appears to have been made 
by this Associationas yet. 

Through private donation several 
hundred Holsteins have been sent to 
Germany. These are supposed to have 
been grade Holsteins. 

Through the efforts of Dudley E. 
Waters of Grand Rapids, who spent 
some time in France during 1920, a 
large number of Holstein-Friesian 
bulls have.been donated to the Gov- 
ernment of France. Mr. Waters ex- 
pected to have shipped to them a 
thousand young registered Holstein- 
Friesian bulls between the ages of six 
and twelve months, and a number of 
states through their representatives 
agreed to make the contribution. At 
the present time there have gone for- 
ward a considerable number of the 
state allotments. My understanding 
is that other allotments will follow 
from other states until practically a 
thousand registered Holstein-Friesian 
bulls are presented to France by the 
Holstein-Friesian breeders of America 
to improve their herds, to grade up 
their milch cows. 

I suggested to the committee repre- 
senting the American breeders that 
they should request that the French 
Government and those receiving these 
bulls should recognize and call them 
“American Holsteins” so that as time 
goes on the good will created by these 
sires through their offspring will re- 
dound to the breeders of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle in America. 

The animals they are mated with, 
as Mr. Waters tells me, are Normans, 
a large, robust cow of only fair milk- 
ing qualities, and I think we can re- 
alize what the result will be mated 
with good bulls of good families and 
good type of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. Aside from the great benefit 
to the French people I believe the 
breeders of America will receive in 
good will and satisfaction ample re- 
ward for their generosity in furnish- 
ing these young bulls. 

Advanced Registry 

This, next to registration, to my 
mind is the most important division 
of our industry. The registration tab- 
ulates and preserves the blood lines 
and maintains the purity of the breed 
without which no continued improve- 
ment would be possible. The Ad- 
vanced Registry office makes possible 
the measure of production and tabu- 
lates the results achieved. In these 
two departments we can maintain the 
purity of the blood lines of the Black 
and White, and in the other we can 
demonstrate to a moral certainty her 
superiority as a producer, and after 
all the demonstration of that super- 
jority is just as essential as the main- 
tenance of the blood lines, because 
without proof of superiority we would 
be unable to accomplish anything. 

I believe that our Advanced Regis- 
try has done more to promote the in- 
iterests of the black and white cow 
‘than all- other causes combined, for 
the simple reason that it is proof of 
what she can accomplish, and that 
is what fixes the value in the public 
m'nd, the kind of machine, by her 


type and production at the pail. 

I am satisfied that the Advanced 
Registry office is getting too 
large for a single mind to utilize it 


to the greatest advantage. There 
are a great many facts that 
could be determined from the Ad- 


vanced Registry office if one 
had time enough to develop them in 
his mind, that are now going to waste 
because of the tremendous work that 
is required of the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry. He is doing now 
as much as two persons ought to do. 

Our Publicity Department ought to 
be so closely attached to the Advanced 
Registry department that he could 
make us, in a public way, of all rec- 


ords that are made there of 20 lbs. or 


over in 7 days. I undertake to say 
that the newspapers published in the 
country would be glad to tell the 
neighbors that one of their breeders 
had a cow that had averaged to make 
3 Ibs. of butter a day for 7 days, and 
compare it with the amount of butter 
that was being made by other cows in 
the neighborhood which would be a 
good deal less than 1 Ib. of butter a 
day. Other neighbors seeing that, 
would pay a good deal more attention 
to it than as though it was 40 lbs. of 
butter made away off in the dim dis- 
stance. It is the things near by and 
the comparison between things we 
know that make impressions on our 
minds, and I believe that the Ad- 
vanced Registry office has got to be 
afforded every possible opportunity 
to do its part in educating the public 
as to the production and desirability 
of the black and white cow. It has 
zrown up so rapidly and expanded so 
fast that it almost seems imovossible to 
keep up with the demand for the serv- 
ices of the Registry office. It is gu 
ing to continue, it is going to continue 
to grow, and believing as we do that 
we have the best, animals in the 
world and this is the only way by 
which they can be measured, it is 
to our interest that the Advanced 
Registry office expands and that its 
services be made possible to all these 
who are interested in the Black and 
White. . 

It will be up to the Board of Direc- 
tors to enact additional By-Laws that 
will make possible the working out of 
additional features for the enlighten- 
ment and the education of all persons. 
The Board of Directors will have to 
enact new By-Laws for the govern- 
ment of Advanced Registry under any 
conditions, because there are a great 
many of them that are faulty, but the 
great idea to have in mind as I see it, 
is to utilize the Advanced Registry tc 
educate the public—farmers, dairy 
men, city men, everybody, as to thu 
wonderful production of these black 
and white cows, and the proof must 
we from the Advanced Registry of- 

ce. 

The Advanced Registry office this 
year has recorded the production of 
several thousand more animals than 
ever in any year before, and while 
it costs a lot of money to maintain 
this office—this year as I recollect 
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something like $69,000

The past has shows 
that they can produce more milk and 
butterfat than any other breed of 
cows, and the way we get evidence of 
this is from the Advanced Registry 
office. To my notion the Advanced 
Registry office is simply a part of the 
expense of registration. For the sake 
of getting people to register their ab.- 
imals, we afford them an opportunity 
to test their productive ability ang 
that causes the registration of mor 
animals, so that while the operating 
expense of the Advanced Registry jg 
constantly increasing if the increase 
will show an increased number enjoy. 
ing its privileges and adding noy 
lustre to the reputation of the Black 
and White, I think we had beter cop. 
gratulate ourselves rather than to be 
moan the cost. 

[ have sometimes believed that g 
publicity man attached to the 4 
vanced Registry office who di mth 
ing but constantly get out informin 
about the production of animals every. 
where, get it to the people who would 
want it and to the newspapers that 
would want to publish it because of 
their local surroundings, that that 
man would be a great asset to the As 
sociation because, after all, it is pure 
ly a matter with us of informing the 
public as to what we have and what it 
can do. The general public want the 
best but the general public knows 
nothing about which is the best, and 
it is up to us to show them. 


Prizes At Fairs 


The HolsteinsFriesian Association 
had, until very recent years, givel 
most of its prizes for production rath 
er than type, expending very muta 
more money for prizes through the 
Advanced Registry office than for pre 
miums at fairs. In recent years, how 
ever, as type has become more and 
more recognized and the feeling has 
grown that type is predicated on prob 
able production, the Association has 
gradually been increasing premiums 
at fairs adding percentage to stale 
and district fair awards until the pre> 
ent year our awards at state and 
trict fairs on type will nearly e 
the prizes paid for butterfat ee 
tion, and in my judgment both 
these prizes will have to be inc . 

Many of the states, through sf

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percentage of state awards as it has 
in the past, will have to very mate- 
rially increase its general budget for 
taking care of premiums at fairs. 

As I have been saying each year 
since President of The Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association, the maintenance of 
type in our breeding and in the esti- 
mation of the purchasing public is 
absolutely essential for the perpetuity 
and welfare of the Holstein-Friesian 
industry. At the present time, as 
shown by many auctions, type repre- 
sents at the sales of averaged priced 
animals 60 per cent; in other words an 
animal will sell for 60 per cent more if 
it is of good type than it will if it is of 
inferior type, and this of itself should 
be sufficient incentive to induce us to 
recognize the necessity of stimulating 
interest in the type of our animals. 

From present indications practically 
all the states will require health certi- 
ficates before animals are permitted to 
enter the fair grounds for premiums. 
This ought to stimulate greatly the at- 
tendance at fairs of our best breeders 
who have refrained from going, fear- 
ing that their animals might be con- 
taminated, and I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that within three years the 
interestin animalhusbandry general- 
ly will be very greatly increased and 
stimulated by the showing of animals 
of all breeds at national, state, district 
and county fairs, and I am heartily in 
favor of liberal premiums being offer- 
ed by our Association, provided how- 
ever, I would subject all premium 
awards to a statement made by the 
officiating judge that the animals 
were worthy of a premium, being fine 
representatives of the breed, and were 
entitled to premiums aside from any 
question of competition. I do not be- 
lieve that any animal under any cir- 
cumstances should be awarded a pre- 
mium simply because there is no com- 
petition. It is an injury to the breed 
when such a thing is permitted, and 
unfortunate as it may be, there are a 
great many animals of alt breeds that 
are taken to fairs, knowing that there 
will be no competition, that are abso- 
lutely a disgrace to the breed they rep- 
resent and should not be recognized or 
awarded premiums. 


Herd-Book 


Something will have to be done 
about the publishing of the Herd-Book. 
It has gotten to be of such high cost 
that it will be practically impossible 
to sell any of them. It has occurred 
to me that inasmuch as we have to 
have a certain number of these print- 
ed, say ten or a dozen for the main- 
tenance of our records, that we should 
compute the cost on the publication 
and binding of the volumes that are 
ordered in excess of that number and 
have this as a matter of charge really 
in the maintenance of records and a 
part of the keeping of the records of 
the Association. I would only print 
the ones that are ordered and would 
only give a certain number of months 
in which to give notice, and then after 
that they would have to buy them 
from each other, but the Association 
would be bearing very largely this 
cost whether you determine to print 
any volumes or not, for the reason 
that you would have to have several 
duplicates of the records in order to 
prepare for emergencies. 

I think the same thing will hold 
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good with the Advanced Registry Blue 
Book. The animals now are in such 
number that each year brings a large 
increase and the expenses, of course, 
will increase in the Registry office and 
in the Advanced Registry office, but 
tl.at is a part of the cost of expansion. 
This expense will be charged up each 
year to these offices rather than to be 
carried as stock on hand, because 
there is no advantage to the Associa- 
tion of stacking something up and 
calling it an asset unless somebody 
is going to value it enough to take it 
off your hands and give you the 
money, which they do not show any 
particular disposition to do with the 
Herd-Book. 

I would recommend that we furnish 
our present Herd-Books at a price that 
people could afford to establish a full 
record, and then in the future not 
print any except as they are ordered, 
and only charging them what the 
printing and binding of the volumes 
they buy cost, regardless of the com- 


_pilation of the first volumes. 


Holstein-Friesian Census 

A census of the Holstein-Friesian 
cattle was taken as of August 1, 1919, 
and demonstrated by the result the 
absolute necessity of tabulating Hol- 
stein-Friesian registered cattle if we 
ever expected to know what was es- 
sential for us to know, if we hoped to 
reap the best results. 

At the time the census was taken 1! 
talked with a great many persons 
who had opportunity to form opinions 
about the number of Holstein-Friesian 
cows there were in milk in the United 
States, and they varied all the way 
from 250,000 to 500,000, while I was 
satisfied myself that there were less 
than 150,000 registered Holstein-Fries- 
ian milch cows in the United States 
at that time. I formed my conclusion 
solely on the basis of the number of 
females that were registered each 
year, and estimating that-there woule 
be as many males as females bor, 
that twice the number of females born 
would practically represent the num- 
ber of Holstein-Friesian cows giving 
milk. 

The result of the census shows that 
there was probably less than 150,000 
Holstein-Friesian cows in milk August 
1, 1919, and it gave people a better 
idea of how few purebred Holstein- 
Friesian cows there were in compar- 
ison with the 24,000,000 milch cows in 
the United States, and I doubt if we 
have ever done anything that so stim- 
ulated interest in the breed as did 
this census. It not only was a great 
benefit to the Holstein-Friesian breed 
but was a great benefit to all breeders 
of purebred live stock. Each breed 
could, by estimating its experience to 
be the same as ours, largely estimate 
how many of each one of the purebred 
live stock breeds there were in ex- 
istence, and the publicity that the 
Holstein-Friesian breeders received 
from this census I think more than 
7 times over paid the cost of taking 
t. 

I think it will be one of the greatest 
mistakes we ever make if we do not 
establish a system of census taking 
at very short intervals. I believe we 
should take another census on the 
first of August, 1921. This will give 
us an opportunity to know just what 
effect the eradication of tuberculosis 
is having on the breed, because with-

out the census it is utt 
for us to have any coon 
that are destroyed, not one in te 
porting the animals Slaughtered — 
I believe also it gives us inf 
tion of various kinds that is 
lutely essential. By tabulating th 
animals living we make impoesibe 
the registration of calves from an . 
that are not in existence, thus do 
away with ali fraud along these lines, 
It gives us an opportunity to estimate 
with accuracy the usefulness of these 
animals and their average lives and 
with the present interest that is taken 
in it by live stock breeders and by 
dairymen generally, we will Set five 
times the publicity that it wag pos. 
sible for us to get in any other way, 
and besides we get the information 
that is absolutely essential for the 
best development of the Black and 
Whites. . 


National Dairy Council 


The work of the National Dairy 
Council is without question the most 
important work that is being done ip 
America in the interest of*dairy hus. 
bandry. More people have heard about 
milk as a food, about the food value of 
butter, cream, cheese and cottage 
cheese, through the National Dairy 
Council than probably through all oth. 
er means combined during the last 
year, not perhaps directly because of 
what has been published or said by 
the National Dairy Council but bh 
cause of the promotion work the Cow. 
cil is in. Constantly campaigns ar 
being propelled, as it were, by the 
National Dairy Council, all over the 
country. Millions of pamphlets here 
been printed by the National hy 
Council and furnished to campaign 
committees all over the United Sum, 
and in my judgment the activities ¢ 
the National Dairy Council have done 
more to steady and keep up a reasor 
able demand for milk during the é& 
pression under which we are n0¥ 
laboring than has all other causes 
combined. 

The effect of these campaigns in 
cities is simply wonderful. I am aé- 
vised that at a recent campaign in 
Trenton, New Jersey, the consumption 
of milk increased 20 per cent in #0 
days, and it simply shows the wonder: 
ful field that is open to dairy hus 
bandry. 

I have been saying it so often and 
saying it so long that I hesitate to re 
iterate the fact that the producers 
themselves of dairy products are the 
only ones to blame. They have the 
greatest product under the sun, abso 
lutely essential and without compe 
tition anywhere as actual food value, 
and still the producers only under the 
most vigorous urging even 
let alone making any effort to demon- 
strate the fact. 

The National Dairy Council ee 
agency propelled and financed ft 
people who are interested in pss 
husbandry.

There is so little 
about condensed and evapo- 

milk and so much to say about 

it What the dairymen and breeders 
of the black and white cattle are in- 

terested in is a better knowledge, a 
more favorable opinion, and a more ex- 
tensive use of the milk of the dairy 
cow. | am, therefore, thoroughly in 
favor of The Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
atin standing behind the National 
Dairy Council, not only aiding it by 
the payment of money, but by the ex- 
tension of every possible effort in 
helping along the work the Council 
has undertaken. 

One of the cardinal principles that 
has to be instilled into the minds of 
all those engaged in the dairy indus- 
iry is that no matter what depar.- 
ment you are interested or engaged 
in, it is absolutely essential to your 
welfare that the consumption should 
be encouraged in all other branches 
of the industry. I have known cases 
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where milk producers were using their 
influence against the consumption of 
condensed milk and condensed cream, 
when if they would stop to think a 
minute, they would realize that if it 
was not consumed in condensed milk 
that raw milk would have been there 
to have competed with them in the 
sale of their product. This became 
absolutely apparent when, the con- 
densaries discontinued operations and 
the milk that had previously gone to 
the condensaries was thrown upon the 
market as whole milk, and in pract- 
ically all the large producing sections, 
particularly near the large cities, it 
was felt more than anything they had 
come in contact with for years. It 
only goes to show that what you want 
to instill into the mind of every per- 
son is the idea that milk is the great- 
est food under the sun, that it contains 
vitamines that are absolutely essen- 
tial, and that whole milk in its purity 
is the most ideal balanced ration un- 
der the sun but that in its condensed 
form, or as. butter or ice cream, it 
still contains the vitamines of 
growth and the elements of nutri- 
tion that are far in excess of 
those qualities in any other 
food. If the demand for condensed’ 
milk was tripled in the United States 
today there would be no question 
about a surplus in the whole-milk 
market, and it would not be necessary 
to use any pooling plan in order to 
protect the outlying districts or to 
dam the flow from those districts into 
the city zone of milk production. 
What we must appreciate is the 
magnitude of the industry and the im- 
portance of having it understood and 
its value appreciated by the consum- 
ing public. If they want to take it as 
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condensed milk, ice cream or butter, 
the distributor of whole milk ought 
to be the last man in the world to 
make an objection, because while they 
are doing that he can rest assured 
that the same good opinion of those 
articles will redound to the credit of 
whole milk which is recognized as the 
perfect food. 

If I were to prepare advertisements 
that I expected and hoped to be effec- 
tive for increasing the use of con- 
densed milk, I would write them 
with an idea of showing the wonder- 
ful value of milk, its necessity for 
children, its influence and improve- 
ment on the health of the adult, and 
then advise them that in its condensed 
form it was absolutely sanitary and 
the most convenient in the world for 
handling, because to make condensed 
milk popular they must popularize 
whole milk from which condensed 
milk is made. I wish I could have 
the producers of whole milk fully ap- 
preciate what it would mean to them 
if they could greatly increase the con- 
sumption of butter, cheese and con- 
densed milk. 


Calf Clubs 


One of the most essential matters 
for our consideration is the instilling 
in the mind of the growing youth on 
the farms of the country a love for 
animals and a desire to improve them. 
To accomplish this we must interest 
the children now growing up on the 
farms of the country. A great many 
different plans have been suggested 
for this purpose. I think, however, 
the one most likely to-produce the re- 
sult is the establishment of Calf Clubs, 
and to this end I am satisfied we 
should establish a department created

His offspring have won high 
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under By-Laws adapted for the pur- 
pose. I think we should create what 
is known as junior membership in 
The Holstein-Friesian Association to 
be awarded only to boys or girls who 
have successfully demonstrated their 
ability to rear and develop worthwhile 
representatives of the breed. 

Most of us, and ofttimes without 
knowing it, are acting on influences 
that we received in our childhood, 
and the habits and education of youth 
remain with us all our days. I be- 
lieve that boys or girls who are in- 
duced to become members of Calf 
Clubs, who are encouraged to take 
pride in developing these young ani- 
mals, are more liable to be successful 
breeders than are children who are 
raised without any special effort be- 
ing directed to their education along 
these lines. 

I have had brought to my attention 
a great many cases where farmers 
had gone into the purebred live stock 
business solely as a result of their 
children becoming members of Calf 
Clubs. 
good care of these young animals and 
they became interested. The result 
was the Calf Club had been the means 
of creating and establishing very cred- 
itable herds of purebred Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. 

I appointed a committee consisting 
of L. L. Oldham of Wisconsin, H. W. 
Norton of Michigan and H. C. Barker 
of Ohio, to work out a suitable code 
of by-laws for the government of Calf 
Clubs, and the creating of member- 
ship for them in some department of 
The Holstein-Fiesian Association. I 
expect to present to the Board of Di- 
rectors for their consideration this 


They had seen the effect of - 
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code of laws and if adopted and put 
in operation we will have an oppor- 
tunity to know just what the result 
will be. In my own judgment we will 
be surprised at the benefits that will 
accrue to the breed by reason of inter- 
esting these young boys and girls. 

The most interesting exhibits at 
the Wisconsin State Fair last year to 
my mind, were the exhibits of calves 
by their owners, members of Calf 
Clubs, boys and girls who had won 
ribbons at their local fairs which en- 
titled them to compete in the State 
Fair, and this satisfied me that there 
was no one thing that was more 
worthy of our attention than the crea- 
tion and organization of Calf Clubs.

Canadian Affiliation 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada has become a very import- 
ant organization in Holstein work. 
Its membership embraces 3500. Its 
registration as shown by 23 volumes 
of the Herd Book includes 130,500 
cattle. 

Canadian Holstein breeders are the 
best of dairymen, loyal to their organ- 
ization and enthusiastic in their de- 
votion to its objects and purposes, and 
are accomplishing a grand work with 
the Holstein cow. It will be recalleu 
that at our Annual Meeting of 1919, re- 
ciprocal arrangements were com- 
pleted, whereby full recognition was 
given to the Canadian records (which 
cattle are all descendants from im- 
portations recorded in our Herd-Book) 
permitting under proper conditions, 
registrations in either Herd-Book, 
each animal having first been record- 
ed in the book of its own country.

All the buyers but one—Ben Otter- 
stadt of Mt. Vernon, Wash.—at the 
Holstein bull sale of P. A. Frakes of 
Scappoose, Ore., April 30, were 
Oregon breeders.

The movement to organize a dairy- 
men’s association in Yakima county, 
which was abandoned last fall because 
of misapprehension as to the number 
of cows actually available, has been 
revived with the backing of the 
county farm bureau, which is_ the 
largest in the entire state, with more 
than 1000 members signed up at $10 
each, with a paid secretary, and with 
permanent headquarters at the 
county seat. B. V. Harris, county dairy 
project leader of the bureau, said in a 
recent address to dairymen of the 
Armstrong district that a mistake was 
made last fall in trying to include the 
entire Yakima valley in the organiza- 
tion which was to be affiliated with 
the United Dairy Association of Wash- 
ington, chiefly a Western Washington 
organization. It was thought that 
there were 6000 commercial cows in 
the valley and that the signing of half 
of them would assure success. Only 
1000 were secured. Mr. Harris pointed 
out that dairymen are now getting 
about 3% cents a quart for their pro- 
duct, while the retail price is 15 cents, 
and said that the first step after 
organization should be to establish a 
milk depot in Yakima, with a dairy- 
men’s representative stationed there 
to test the milk before it is turned 
over to the distributors. He declared 
that a fair test alone should pay the 
cost of the organization.
